GEESE GOOD GRAZERS. 


Goois Rifling Not Affected by High 


Priced Grains—Little Care Needed. 
Geese can be raised In small flocks on 


general farms, on pasture or nonpro- 
ductive laud and do not require any 
material amount of grain. Low, rough 
pasture laud, us«l for pasturing other 
stock and containing a natural supply 
Of water, offers the best conditions. 
Many geese are kept In the south to 
kill weeds, especially in the cotton tlelds, 
and their use could well be greatly la. 
creased for this purpose. They are good 
grazers and will do well on grass and 
forogo crops alone, except during the 
winter months, when they may be fed 
largely on available roughage, such as 
elo?er, alfalfa hay, silage, cabbage, 
mangel wurzels or any waste vegeta- 
bles. If the grass 'or forage Is llmlte.1 
It may be supplemented by light feeds 
of common or home grown grains. 


Geese do not need shelter eicejit dur- 


ing cold winter weather, when opeu 
ahods may be provided. 
Goslings are 


not usually hatched until good pasture 
la afallable and need additional feed 
only for a few weeks. The range of 
pasture used either for goslings or for 
geeso should he large enough so that 
tho grass will rerauln clean or IhcBtock 
should be moved frequently to fresh 
land. Coops, barrels or some other dry 
abettor should ho provided for the young 
goslings. 
Ocese are very hardy ami 


free from diseases an.l Insect pests.

SURPLUS COCKERELS. 


Ration For Fattening Male Birds That 


Are Intended For Market. 


For Infertile eggs and for general 


economy In poultry production cocker- 
els and pullets nre separated aa soon 
as they nre large enough to distinguish 
the sex, says the American Agricultur- 
ist. Under such sn|>ervislon tlio cock- 
erels which arc nut io bo kept for 
breeding purposes arc fattened nt two 
or three mouths of nge and marketed. 
The surplus cockerels nre specially fed 
and upon restricted rungo accumulate 
flesh. They nre brought to marketable 
broiler or roaster size at an early date 
and without groat expenditure for feed.
